Three minutes a f t e r the 
explosion all were on deck and surgeons

The twenty- 
five men of the turret were found lying 
In a iieap. 
They had started for the exit 
when the first explosion occurred and had 
just reachéd there when the explosion in 
file hàrìdiing room occurred, which burn 
ed and .strangled them to death.

ing fallen there a f t e r he had allowed them 
lo pass hlmt o got out of the turret, 
Tho 
bodies were hardly recognlBabie, the ter 
rible flro having burned the clothing from 
their bodies,

flesh h u n g 
f r o m 
them ill shreds.. F a c e s were, mutilated by 
smoko and llaines only. 
Only ono niuii 
was breathing when the turret crew was 
rescued and ho died a moment a f t e r he 
reached the deck.

One does not hear much of that sort 
»f thing from the war correspondents 
In Japan. The moral inspiration of the 
Japanese soldier, which makes him 
unique among the lighting men of the 
world, does not derive from Buddhism 
nor from Shinto, the state ehiu'ch of 
Japan, but from bnshido. or the %vay 
of the warrior, an etliical cult prevail­ 
ing among tlie samnriii, or ndlitary 
caste. 
A h the mikado is a sort of 
w arrior demigod and the profession of 
arm s outranks every other occui)atlon 
in Japan it Is natural tiiat the stern 
spirit of the way of the warrior should 
survive all changes In Japanesi' civ­ 
ilization. 


General Yamagi, whose division crtp- 
tured Port Arthur and Talienwan ten 
years ago, plucked one of ids eyes out 
at school as a rei)iy to a playmate who 
doubted ills courage. 
.And yet at the 
batUe of Talienwan I 
was present 
w'hen he ordered the canary cages 
foimd In the forts to be opened and the 
birds set free, lest they should starve 
to death. That order was given while 
the Chinese cannon were still thunder­ 
ing. 
It w’as he who was mainly re- 
sponsil)le for the great massacre of 
unarmed Manchurians at Port Artiiur. 
In many re.spects Yamagi Is a type of 
the sam urai spirit flgiiting in a modern 
dress. 


It Is Impossible to understand wiiat 
it Is that makes the .Tapanese army so 
formidable without taking 
into 
ac­ 
count tbo traditional heroics of tho 
way of the warrior. 
It is a stoic 
rather than a fatalistic creed. 
To tho 
soldier It stands in the place of a re­ 
ligion or a moral system. 
It la founded 
on the virilities, on devotion 
to a 
sw'ord beiirlng caste, wiioae highest 
obligation Is to die w ithout question 
for the divinely ordained w arrior lord. 


It is true that many of the grew.somo 
practices of tho bnshido have fallen 
Into disuse, but its undcMiying spirit 
anim ates tlie .Tapanese arm y today. 


Captain Brinkley, tlie well know’n 
w iiter on Japan, says in explanation of 
the w'ay of the warrior: 


BccausR brcndwinning 
was 
oriffinally 
tho business’of those not physically quali­ 
fied tu bo .soldlors tho bushl rofjardcd 
money witli IndllTcrenc« and even con­ 
tempt. To be .swayed In the sm nllfst de­ 
gree by morcenary motives was despica­ 
ble In his eyes. 


This tradition largely accounts fOr 
the ordinary aversion of the Japanese 
army to the practice of looting. 
Cap­ 
tain Brinkley, continuing, says: 


Tho bushl was essontinlly a stoic. 
He 
mn<]o soir control the Ideal of hia cx- 
istenco and prnetlced the o o iiit ik o o us oh- 
durance of snlTorlng bo thoroughly that 
ho coidd wlUiout he.sltuilon inflict on his 
own body pain of tho sovorost de.seriptlon. 
Tne power of »urrendorins life with he­ 
reto calmncs.q lias beon developed by men 
In all ages and Is regarded by philoso­ 
phers as an elomcntary form of hum4n 
virtue, pructieod with most siiccess in an 
unolvlllaed state of society before tho fliier 
nppreointlona of the imaginative and bi- 
teiieetual faeultios have been dovoloped 
by education. 
But tho courage of the 
bushl cannot Justly be asorlbcd to blunt­ 
ness of moral sensibility resvdtlnB from 
Benils!VvaBo conditions of life. 
The cur­ 
rent of existence in Japan, from tho Nara 
epoch onward, set with general steadiness 
In the direction of artistlo refinement and 
voluptuous luxury, amid which,men could 
scarcoly fall to acquire habits and tastes 
inconsistent with acts of high courage or 
grciit endurance. The bushl's mood, there­ 
fore, was not a product of semlbarbarous 
coïidltlons, but rather a protest against 
emasculatlnff civilisation. 


He schooled hlm.sell lb regard death 
Infilctod by his own hand as a nornuil 
eventuality. 
The story of other nations 
shows epochs when death was, welcomed 
as a relief and dellbcralely invited as a 
refugo from the mere weariness of liv­ 
ing. B u t w’hurcv«>r there has been liberty 
to .chnoso and leisure to employ a painless 
mode 9f exit from the world men havo In- 
vartably Soleeiod It. 


Tho bushl, however, deliberately adopt­ 
ed a mode of suicide, so palnfiil and so 
Bhoci<lng that to school the mind to re­ 
gard It with IndhTorence was a ,feat not 
easy to conceive.
